As this letter sho ws, the p residen t had 
n o thin g to do with the tu rn in g do wm 
o f Ro o sev elt by the state co mmittee. 
It was in fact his ho p e that there 
sho u ld be harmo n y at the meetin g . 
When the n ews o f the resu lt o f the 
meetin g reached the p residen t he was 
to ld that Mr. Ro o sev elt was in clin ed 
to bin me him fo r what o ccu rred, an d 
Mr. Taft was adv ised by so me o f his 
clo sest frien ds to co me o u t with a 
statemen t sho win g that so far fro m 
do in g an y thin g which mig ht sp lit the 
Rep u blican p arty in this state, he had 
cn the co n trary adv ised that n o thin g

S. Brandon, of Daleville, and his 
friends, declare that. Brandon, and not 
O ’Day , was nominated at the Delaware 
county Democratic convention.

Moore was nominated as a dry, j He 
ran far ahead.

Estimates Based Up on Official Rep orts 


to W ar and Forestry Dep artments 


at Washing ton Carry a Story of A p ­ 


p alling Suffering and 
Loss in the 


Fire-Swep t Reg ions of Montana, Id a­ 


ho, Washing ton and Oreg on. 


W ashington. Aug. 23.—Tremendous 
loss of life and property have followed 
the forest fires now raging over an 
area of 700 square mites in Montana. 
Idaho, W ashington and Oregon. 
Un­ 
official estim ates made here fix the 
total number of lives lost at 120 per­ 
sons known to be dead as the result 
of the fires. 
Officials here declare that the prop­ 
erty loss incident to the forest fires 
may be conservatively estim ated at 
$200,000,000. 
The war department, 
acting at the instance of the forest 
service, has ordered five additional 
companies of infantry and a pack 
train bearing medicines and food sup­ 
plies out of the garrisons at Fort 
W alla W alla and American Lake for 
the W allace and B itter Root reserva­ 
tions. 
According to information re­ 
ceived here, one-fefnrth of Wallace has 
been destroyed and the flames are 
eating their way to the rem aining sec­ 
tions of the town. 
The spectacle is 
said to be a magnificently appalling 
one. 
The towns of Libby and Troy, Mont., 
are in grave danger and the people 
there asked the departm ent for 250 
troops. The reports say the fires are 
racing 
toward 
Mullan 
and 
Burke, 
Idaho, and unless relief arrives soon 
many lives will be lost. 
Part of Lolo, 
Idaho, has been burned and the flames 
are spreading to the other sections of 
the town and nearby country. 
Another telegram states that the in­ 
habitants of the St. Regis valley have 
been taken out by special train and 
that nothing but a downpour of rain 
can save the valley from total destruc­ 
tion. 
Two hundred men of the forestry 
service are reported to be in great 
danger west of the B itter Root moun­ 
tains. 
The fires at Bitter Root, Mis­ 
soula and Cabinet mountains are burn­ 
ing fiercely, and it looks as if nothing 
can check them. 
The situation has 
become so threatening that complete 
details have been forwarded to Presi­ 
dent Taft. 
Officials of the forest service believe 
that the fire in Oregon is of incendiary 
origin. 
Information to this effect was 
received from Associate Forester Ce­ 
cil of Portland. 
He said in his dis­ 
patch that there is no doubt that the 
fires in the Carter national forest and 
at Medford resulted from incendiar­ 
ism, and that new fires are being set 
constantly.

from the census departm ent cnrr s 
the information that the center ci ' > 
ulation probably will rem ain near tLis 
city, as census figures indicate a 
growth about equal in all parts of the 
country. 
Only a small percentage of 
the total population has been announc­ 
ed thus far, the report continues, but 
enough is shown by the general trend* 
to justify some generalizations. Prob­ 
ably the most im portant of these is 
that the eastern states are holding 
their own to such an extent as to in­ 
dicate that the “puli'* of the west will 
not be sufficient to disthrb greatly the 
present equilibrium, and thus the cen­ 
ter of population will remain near 
Columbus. 
With some exceptions the 
east is showing as marked growth as 
the west. 
Probably there will not be 
as 
pronounced 
gain 
in 
individual 
cases, but the average bids fair to be 
almost, if not quite, as good. 
The eastern growth is attributable 
in the main to the development of 
m anufacturing enterprises along the 
northern Atlantic seaboard. 
Up to 
date the full population of only two 
states, Rhode Island and Oklahoma, 
one east and the other west, has been 
announced. 
The increase in Oklaho­ 
ma. amounting to 109 per cent over the 
population of the same area in 1900, 
is phenomenal, and is no indication 
of the rate of growth either in the 
west or in the c o untry at larg^. That 
of Rhode Island, on the other hand, is 
more characteristic of natural growth 
in other sections similarly situated. 
Still Rhode Island, with its 26.6 per 
cent of gain, is believed to be consid 
erably above the average. 
If the 
Rhode Island increase should be main­ 
tained the country would show a total 
of about 96,000,000 people, wherea: 
only about 90,000,000 are counted on. 
The Pacific coast states are certain 
to make T'g gains, but the mining 
states of the interm ountain region 
probably will suffer somewhat from 
the failure to develop im portant new 
camps during the Inst decade.

Local Dealers Say New Tubers Are 


Rapidly Advancing in Price 


as Result of Shortage. 


HEAVY YIELD WAS PROMISED 


A famine in potatoes is threatened 
and as a result of a shortage of the 
crop new tubers are rapidly advanc­ 
ing in price. Local dealers state that 
new potatoes are ha^d to secure at 
any price and they predict that the 
market will go still higher, probably 
reaching the highest poilu iii many 
years. 
Last year potatoes made a 
bumper crop and prices 
were low. 
Many dealers who bought potatoes in 
large quantities and held them ex­ 
pecting the pri 
to 
advance, lost 
thousands of dollars, but they are in 
a fair way to recuperate their losses 
this year, provided they can get hold 
of some spuds 
In the early season potatoes gave 
promise of a. heavy yield, but lack lC 
rain and other unfavorable condi­ 
tions blighted the prospects and ser­ 
iously injured the crop. 
The tubers 
are not only small but they are few 
in a hill, growers finding upon dig­ 
ging up the vines that in many in­ 
stances there are only one or two 
where ordinarily there 
would have 
been eight or ten.
